miles of track 


will counect with the Utah 
Central 


Road running South from Ogden, 
aud 


thus give us a through line to the 
East. 
To build 
this 
less 
than 
500 


miles of road, 
utile expense 
beyond 


the cost of ties and iron need 
be in- 


curred, as the route is level aud hardly 
any grading necessary.

In proportion

tbe 


number of bis crimes John is convict- 
ed less often than a white man. 
This 


is because 
his disregard 
for an oath 


enables him to swear 
black 
is white 


without difficulty,yetnotwithstanding 
this important 
advantage, 
John gets 


into the State Prison 
oftener and 
re- 


mains longer than any other national- 
ity. The statistics tell heavily against 
the Chinaman. 
The 
population 
of 


the State 
is about 700,000, 
of which 


there are 50,000 
Chinese. 
There are 


in Sau 
Quentin 
1,000 prisoners, 
of 


which 20 are negroes, 
186 Chinese, and 


the 
remainder 
other 
nationalities. 


Thus one out of each 
684 is in the 


State Prison, and every 269th China- 
man is a convict. 
Of the other classes 


only one out ofeach 813 is incarcera- 
ted. 
John shows 
that over one-half 


of one 
per cent, 
of himself lives in 


San Quentin, aud that the percentage 
of his crime approximates 
100 per cent, 


greater than that of any other repre- 
sentative 
nationality 
in the State. 


These are ugly figures for the Mongo- 
lian 
philanthropists, 
but they come 


from 
the State Prison record, and can 


not well be rubbed out. 


Sectional 
Jealousy. 


Many of our cotemporaries 
in the 


middle portion of the State manifest 
their jealousy of Southern 
California 


so strongly that 
we are occasionally 


called upon to contradict 
some of the 


statements 
which are not borne out by 


facts. 
The 
Sacramento 
Union was 


especially 
zealous 
iv detracting 
Los 


Angeles valley, and 
since 
its demise 


the Evening 
Herald of that city has 


devoted more or less space to drawing 
parallels between the Sacramento 
val- 


ley and Southern California, in which 
the latter is made 
to appear a barren 


desert 
in comparison 
with the arid 


plains and 
bed-rock 
foot-hills of the 


Sacramento 
and 
San Joaquin valleys. 


A late number of the Herald 
has an 


article of this character, 
from which 


we shall make a few extracts, 
begin- 


ning with tlie following: 


Th« 
Sierra 
foothills couatiy, 
down 
and 
along to the Sacramento 
and 
.San Joaquin 
valleys, and thence across 
10 the coast range, 
have far easier and cheaper access to the great 
markets than do tbe regions 
In and around 
Los 
Angeles, 
Santa 
Barbara 
and San Luis 


Obispo, 
whither 
so 
many 
immigrants 
are 
wending their way. 
The regions 
tlrst men- 
tioned are by reason of their soil and climate 
the best adapted 
for raisingall kinds ofgrain, 


as well as ior dairy purposes 
This region 
Is 


also better watered and more handy to timber 
than is ihe southern 
country, 
and 
in tt are 
large tr ids of desirable 
land, which are ob- 
tainable 
in quantitles 
to suit at prices 
tar 
more reasonable 
than 
those 
that have pre- 
vailed In the Southern counties, which are far 
from market. 


These wonderful foot-hills, the won- 


derful 
productiveness 
of which are 


here so extolled, lie in close proximity 
to the Capitol and within a few hours 
travel of San 
Francisco. 
They are in 


the immediate vicinity of the point at 
which the overland 
immigration 
has 


and continues to pour into this State. 
They are the first lands on which rests 
the eyes of the new-comer; 
yet these 


regions 
of rich 
soil, wonderful pro- 


ductiveness 
and Italian skies are com- 


paratively 
uncultivated 
and, 
as the 


Herald 
says, 
they may 
be bought 


cheap?too 
cheap to meet the views of 


farm-hunters. 
The price of good land 


in the Southern counties approximates 
the real value of it, while the greater 
portion 
of those "foot-hills" which 


the Herald so highly extols would be 
dear at half the price asked for them. 
Here is another misstatement 
from the 


same article: 


While the Southern counties 
may excel In 
the production ot oranges 
and other tropical 


tnnis, 
they 
cannot 
begin 
to compete 
with 
this region In raising the fruits Indigneous 
to 


the temperate 
zone. 


People who have visited Los Ange- 


les valley in the fruit season 
will be 


amused at this statement. 
As fine, 


large, 
and 
richly 
flavored 
apples, 


peaches, 
pears and other fruit "indig- 


neous to the temperate 
zone" is grown 


in and 
around 
this city as can 
be 


fdund in the United States or Canada. 
Some 
months 
ago 
the Sacramento 


Union published the following: 


We say again, and emphasize 
It, that the 


besteountry 
in the United 
States for persons 


of small 
capital 
who 
wisli to find 
good 


healthy 
homes 
In the best climate 
In the 


world, is in the central counties of tills state, 
and not always 
North of the Columbia, or 


South, within the influences 
of the simoons 


that sweep the great ('(dorado desert. 


"Simoons" 
is rich, coming 
from a 


paper published 
in a valley in which 


the withering Norther is dreaded 
as 


the monsoon 
in Eastern 
Asia. 
The 


North winds of the Sacramento 
val- 


ley is the twin brother 
of the drouth 


and blights 
more 
hopes 
than 
a dry 


season. 
We have seen the air so filled 


with the dust raised 
by those 
North- 


ern simoons 
that during 
a period of 


twelve bonis thecupolo at the capitol 
could not lie seen for a moment. There 
are no such blights, no such winds, no 
such SCOurge! to the husbandman 
in 


Southern 
California. The Sacramento 


Norther sometimes 
reaches 
Los Ange- 


les valley, but it comes 
so seldom, 
is 


of so short 
duration, 
and

so far 


spent, that it does 
no Rerious 
harm. 


We dislike to resort 
to recrimination,
